Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I claim(s) 1-4 and 9 drawn to a control means for executing hard decision- 
identification of the electronic signals by using each of the plurality of deciders, and for 
correcting, based on each of the hard decision-identification results, thresholds in the 
plurality of deciders in the soft decision-identification means. 

Group II, claim(s) 5, drawn to a control means for selecting, based on electronic signal 
identification results made by the plurality of deciders, a decider to be operated among 
the plurality of deciders in the soft decision-identification means. 

Group III, claim(s) 6, drawn to a control means for selecting, based on control 
information inputted from outside, a decider to be operated among the plurality of 
deciders in the soft decision-identification means. 

Group IV, claim(s) 7, 8 and 10, drawn to a control means for executing hard decision- 
identification of the electronic signals in any one of the plurality of deciders, for 
measuring, based on the hard decision identification results, the average amplitude of 
the electronic signals, and for correcting, based on the variation over time in the 
measured average amplitude, thresholds in the plurality of deciders in the soft decision- 
identification means. 

The inventions listed as Groups I to IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Each of the claims it 
directed to different control means.
